Approved  December  20,  1800. 
WHEREASit  is  represented  to  th:s, 
affiaiitiiy,  that  there  is  ltill  in  this 
date  large  quantities  of  vacant  land 
v.  f';ch  by  being  occupied  by  the  citizens 
thereof,  whofe  inteiefl  it  may  be  to  hold 
it,  or  by  any  citizens  of  the  United  States 
or  foreigners,  who  being  thereby  encoura- 
ged to  refide  thereon,  will  greatly  add  to 
the  population,  wealth  and  coiilcquencc 
bf  this  Mate. 

bee.  j.  Tie  it  enabled  ly  ibc general  as- 
sembly of  ibis  commonwealth,  that  it  iliah 
be  lawful  for  any  free  perfon  of  the  def- 
cription  afoici'aid,  above  the  age  of  eigh- 
teen years,  to  improve,  occupy  and  hold 
of  the  vacant  lands  aforefaid,  four  hun- 
dred acres  :  provided  that  he  or  lhe  ac- 
tually fe  ttles  and  refides  thereon  :  pro- 
\ided  that  no  perfon  who  now  holds  any 
land  obtained  bv  certificate  under  any 
act  of  the  affembty  of  this  (late,  for  en- 
couraging andgranting  relief  tolettlers 
fouth  of  Green  river,  fnall  be  authoriz- 
ed to  appropriate,  under  this  a£t,  more 
than  two  hundred  acres,  in  addition  to 
the  quantity  he  may  have  acquired  under 
the  laws  aforefaid. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  furtber  enabled,  that

tled to  a  certificate  for  the  quantity  of 
land  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  to,  un- 
der this  ait,  including  fuch  fettlement 
in  which  faid  certificate  (hall  be  contain- 
ed, a  fpecial  location,  defcribing  as  accu-

Sec.  6,  And  be  it  furtber  enabled,  thai 
in  all  contells  by  fettlers  under  this  a£t, 
thofe  who  Brft  did  actually  and  bona 
fide  fettle  and  refide  on  faid  lands,  fliall 
have  the  preference.  And  all  perfons 
who  may  have  actually  fettled  themfelvea 
as  aforefaid,  prior  to  the  palTage  of  this 
act,  fliall  be  entitled  to  the  provifions 
thereof,  and  fliall  on  or  before  the  firlt 
day  of  Auguft  next  obtain  their  certifi- 
cates from  the  county  courts  as  afore- 
faid. 

Sec.  7,  And  be  it  furtber  enabl;d,  that 
every  perfon  obtaining  a  certificate  un- 
der this  act,  fliall  before  he  obtains  a  pa- 
tent therefor,  actually  and  bona  fide  fettL 
and  refide  thereon  two  years,  during 
which  time  no  aliignmeut  cr  transfer  fliall 
be  lawful. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  furtber  enabled,  that 
if  any  perfon  who  now  has  or  fliall  here- 
after fettle  on  any  vacant  lands,  as  afore- 
faid, and  fliall  not  obtain  from  the  conn-  I 
ty  court  his  certificate  ;  or  when  obtain- 
ed fliall  not  obtain  from  the  regider  his 
warrant  therefor  within  twelve  months 
as  aforefaid,  it  fliall  be  lawful  for  any 
other  perfon  immediately  to  pro- 
cure a  certificate  for  the  faid,  land  and  ha- 
ving paid  the  amount  of  the  money  due,  to 
obtain  a  warrant  therefor,  furvey  the 
fame  and  carry  it  into  grant. 

Nothing  in  this  act  fliall  be  fo  condru- 
ed  as  to  authorize  any  perfon  or  pecfona 
to  locate  any  fait  lick  or  fpring,  or  any 
mine  of  mineral  or  ore,  with  one  thou- 
far.d  acres  of  land,  around  the  fame, 
including  the  faid  lick  or  fpring  in  the 
ten  re  of  a  fquare  to  be  bonnded  b)  lines 
running  to  the  cardinal  points.

The  infant 
was  fuppofed  to  have  merit  ;  and  with 
this  partiality  on  the  part  of  the  Granny, 
to  whole  efpecialcare  it  devolved, .it  was 
introduced  to  the  world,  for  fupport  and 
poteclion,  2nd  notwithftanding  its  many 
defects,  found  fome  friends — This  huma- 
nity, however,  was  in  a  great  meafure 
owing  to  the  evident  inability  of  the 
midwife,  to  (upport  it. — After  occafion  • 
ing  infinite  trouble  and  expence  to  its 
friends,  it  was  iecured,  for  a  lhort  time, 
from  the  jaws  of  death  by  the  unremited 
care,  bedowed  on  its  health.

— Its 
friends  no  longer  acknowledged  it — l  he 
old  Lady  darted  as  if  at  a  u  Goblin  damn- 
ned.'t"  and  the  unhappy  infant  funk  tothe 
grave,  beneath  the  pious  lamentations  ol 
it*  broken  hearted  relations. — 

It  is  (aid  that  fo  great  has  been  the 
trouble  in  maintaining  the  exidence  of 
this  unfortunate  child,  together  with  the 
grief  experienced  on  the  part  of  the  be 
nevoient  old  Granny,  that  flic  is  about  to 
decline  the  profeflion  forever.

Gentlemen  of  tiie  Houfe  of  Representatives 

Compelled  by  the  habits  of  a  long  lifei 
a  well  as  by  all  the  principle*  of  focie- 
Dy  and  government,  which  I  could  ever 
underfund  and  believe,  to  confider  the 
M  eat  body  of  the  people  as  the  fource  of 
all  legitimate  authority,  nolefsthan  of  all 
efficient  powers,  it  is  impoffible  for  me  to 
receive  this  addrefs  from  the  immediate 
reprefentatives  of  the  American  people, 
at  this  time,  and  in  this  place,  without 
emotions  which  it  would  be  improper  to 
exprefs,  if  any  language  could  convey 

Vlay  the  fpirit  which  animated  the 
great  founder  of  this  city,  defcend  to  fu- 
ture generations,  and  may  the  wifdom, 
magnanimity  and  fteadinefs,  which  mark- 
ed the  events  of  his  public  life,  be  imita- 
ted in  all  fucceeding  ages. 

I  thank  you  gentlemen,  for  your  affu- 
rance,  that  the  judiciary  fyllem  lhall  re- 
ceive your  deliberate  attention. 

With  vou,  gentlemen,  I  lincercly  hope, 
that  tfie  final  refult  of  the  negotiations 
now  pending  with  France,  may  prove  as

[I     Thole  who  recoiled  the  diflrefs  and 
p  danger  to  this  country,  in  former  periods, 
M  from  the  want  of  ai  ms,  mult  exult  in  the 
|j  affurance,  from    their  reprefentatives, 
j|  that  we  fliall  dxm  rival  foreign  countries, 
not  only  in  the  number,  but  in  the  quali- 
ty of  the  arms  completed  from  our  own 
manufactories. 

With  you,  gentlemen,  I  fully  agree, 
that  the  great incrcafe  of  revenue,  is  a 
proof  that  the  meafures  of  maritime  de- 
fence were  founded  in  wiklom.  This  po- 
1'tv  has  railed  us  in  the  elteem  of  foreign 
nations.  That  national  fpirit,  and  thofe 
latent  energies,  which  had  not  been,  and 
are  not  yet  fully  known  to  any,  were  not 
entirely  forgotten  by  thofe,  who  had  liv- 
ed long  enough  to  fee  in  former  times, 
their  operation,  and  fome  of  their  effecls  ; 
our  fellow  citizens  were  undoubtedly 
prepared  to  meet  every  event,  which  na- 
tional honor,  or  national  fecurity  could 
render  neceffary.  Thele  it  is  to  be  ho- 
ped, arc  fecured  at  the  cheapen1  and  eafi- 
eft  rate.  If  not,  they  will  be  Iecured  at 
more  expence. 

I  thank  you  gentlemen,  for  your  affu- 
rance,  that  the  various  fubjects  recom- 
mended to  your  cor.fideration,  fliall  re- 
ceive your  deliberate  attention.  No  far- 
ther evidence  is  wanting  to  convince  me 
of  'he  zeal  and  fincerity  with  which  the 
houfe  of  reprefentatives  regard  the  pub- 
lic good.

SIR, 

ImprefTed  with  the  important  truth, 
that  the  hearts  of  rulers  and  people  are  in 
the  hand  of  the  Almighty,  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States  111  oft  cordially  join  in 
your  invocations  for  appropriate  bleffiiv;s 
upon  the  government  and  people  of  this 
Union. 

We  meet  you,  Sir,  and  the  other  branch 
of  the  national  legiilature,  in  the  city, 
which  is  honored  bv  the  name  of  our  late 
hero  and  fage,  the  illuftrious  Wafliington, 
with  fenfations  and  emotions,  which  ex- 
ceed our  power  of  defcription. 

While  we  congratulate  ourfelves  on 
the  convention  of  the  legiflaturc  at  the 
permanent  feat  of  government  ;  and  ar- 
dently hope  that  permanence  and  ftabilitv 
may  be  communicated  as  well  to  the  go- 
vernment itfelf,  as  to  its  feat  ;  our  minds 
are  irrefillibly  led  to  deplore  the  death 
of  him  who  bore  fo  honorable  and  effici- 
ent a  part  in  the  edahlifhment  of  both. 
Great  indeed  would  have  been  our  grti.fi 
cation,  if  this  fum  of  earthly  happinefs, 
had  been  completed,  by  feeing  the  govern- 
ment thus  peacibly  convened  at  this  place: 
but  we  derive  confolation  from  a  belief 
that  a  moment  in  which  we  are  deftined 
to  experience  the  lofs  we  deplore,  was 
fixed  by  that  being  whofe  councils  cannot 
err  ;  and  from  a  hope,  that  fince  in  this 
feat  of  government  which  bears  his  name,  \ 
his  earthly  remains  will  be  depofited,  the 
members  of  Congrefs,  and  all  who  inha- 1 
bit  the  city,  with  thefe  memorials  before  ! 
them  will  retain  his  virtues  in  lively  re-  \ 
collection,  and  make  his  patriotifm, morals 
and  piety,  models  for  imitation. — And 
permit  us  to  add,  Sir,  that  it  13  not  among 
the  lead  of  our  confolations  that  vou,  who

The  feveral  fubjects  for  legifhtive  confi- 
deration, contained  in  your  fpeechto  both 
Honfes  of  Congrefs,  fliall  receive  from 
the  Senate  all  the  attention  which  tl-.ev 
can  give,when  contemplating  thofeobjedls 
both  in  refpect  to  their  national  imnor- 
tance,  and  the  additional  weight  tha.vis 
given  them  by  your  recommendation.
